5i>.— Asa  resident  (or  more  than  twenty  years 
in  Rio  de  Janeiro,  I  claim,  in  a  modest  \vay,  lo 
liave  some  knowledge  o(  the  finaiicial  afiairs  o( 
Brazil  and  its  profiressive  comiiieicial  movemeais. 
It  is,  therefore,  with  consideralilc  surprise  tlml  1 
read  the  article  in  the  Ftnamiai  aK-.us  of  161I1 
inst.,  which,  to  say  the  least  of  it,  seems  unne- 
cessarily severe  and  undeserved.  In  the  first 
place,  an  external  deht  of  ^40,000,000  slumld  not 
be  considered  excessive  lot  a  country  whose  eit- 
porls  amount  in  value  lo  ;/'40,ooo,ooo  per  annum 
True,  the  price  at  which  they  .ire  obliyed  lo  ac- 
cept the  loan  about  lo  he  issued  does  seem  to 
show  a  "descent  in  the  financial  scale,"  but  it  Is 
well-known  to  everybody  connected  with  Urazil 
how  they  have  come  to  be  in  reduced  circumstan- 
ces, atid  it  scarcely  follows  that  at  ihe  present 
time  they  should  be  denied  further  assistance,  es- 
pecially (or  the  reasons  given  by  the  Fimmdal 
Nru'i.  It  should  be  remembered  that  the  present 
government  (which,  by  the  way,  is  the  first  civil 
government  since  the  dale  of  the  revolution  of 
15th  November,  1SS9,)  has  Only  lately  come  into 
power,  and  came  resolved  to  use  tlieir  utmost 
exertions  in  placing  the  country  again  on  a  sound 
financial  fooinig.  The  government  is  composed  of 
honorable  and  capable  tnen,  nil  of  whom  I  know 
by  repute,  and  some  of  iheui  personalty,  and  I  am, 
therefore,  speaking  with  confidence.  It  will  un- 
doubtedly lake  some  lime  to  carry  out  their  pur- 
pose, and  their  task  is  difficult;  but  this  is  all  the 
more  reason  wlij;  they  should  have  assistance, 
their  present  position  not  having  been  caused  by 
errors  or  extravagance  on  their  part.  There  is  no 
doubt  that  the  eovernnieni  is  striving  to  pmctise 
economy,  and  will  continue  lo  do  so  j  but  it  mus) 
lie  borne  in  mind  that  they  have  had  very  heavy 
accounts  to  settle  connected  with  the  late  revolt  at 
the  capitnl,  and  also  the  protracted  campaign  in 
the  soulh,  which  is  now  happily  practically  ended 
Wiih  peace  in  the  countiy,  and  the  support  of 
the  Brazilian  people— who  are  highly  intenigent 
and  truly  palrioiic— I  confidently  believe  that  ilie 
present  government  will,  in  lime,  reMOie  the 
couniry  to  its  former  position  in  the  "financial 
scale."  As  to  the  keeping  up  of  the  larfjc  aimy 
of  22,000  men  in  Rio  Grande,  they  have  scarcely 
yet  had  time  to  remove  it,  but  no  doubt  promnt 
measures  will  be  taken  lo  do  this.  Witii  regard, 
however,  to  the  claim  made  by  the  Great  Norlheni 


Mlway,  why  tthaaM  Ihi  briiiah  Inveator  refrain 
from  lending  mooey  to  Umitl  Bniil  ihit  hai  been 
seltled  ?  No  doubt  the  Brltith  invettor  knowi 
thai  cveryqucHliuo  haiiwoiiideit;  and  it  iticha  coit- 
dilion  weff  impoiicd  before  lendiiii;  their  money 
they  wouM  rciiuirc  to  be  cunvincea  thai  the  Great 
Nnitlietu  company  «r«  entitled  lo  r  letilement. 
\Vh>r  the  prejent  g-ivcriimenl  should  beaccuaed  of 
lihiltiness  because  it  will  not  immediately  proceed 
to  liquidate  a  very  old  ouislaiiding  claim,  it  ia  diffi. 
cult  to  understand.  Ii  tlie  ijovernmenl  hat  promit- 
ed  lo  take  up  the  matter  it  no  doubt  will  do  so  in 
due  course,  but  it  must  be  allowed  time  to  htudy 
the  question. 

Tlie  Hr.uillau  governments  have  always  scrupu- 
lously  met  their  en^iagementM,  even  under  the 
most  ditlicult  circumstances.  When  an  active  re. 
voli  was  in  prngie-s  ihey  punciuallv  paid  their 
debts,  as  everybody  knows,  and  peihapj  to  x\\t 
agreeable  surpiiiie  of  many. 

I  have  always  th(  ught  that  the  Brazilian  govern- 
ments have  been  favorably  recognised  for  their 
treatment  of  foreign  companies  in  atl  tranaaclions 
with  ihem.  Indeed,  we  have  often  seen  this  itatcd 
at  tneetiiik's  of  companies  in  London.  \Vhy,  then, 
in  an  isolated  case  like  the  Great  Northern  rail- 
way, the  merits  of  which  case  are  not  yet  un- 
deisto'id,  and  are  certainly  0|<en  lo  queilion, 
should  this  new  uovetnmeni  be  roundly  abused 
before  it  has  had  a  fiiir  opportunity  of  ahowini;  its 
intentions? 

I  make  these  few  remarks,  not  with  any  idea  of 
provoking  controversy,  but  for  the  informalion  o| 
many  who,  unacquanied  with  that  vast  and  enor. 
monsly  naturally  wealthy  country,  have  invested 
their  capital  there.

The  proposed  stamp  taxes  on  exchange 
operations,  and  the  severe  restrictions  upon 
the  banks,   if  these  should    liquidate    time 
contracts   by  receiving,   or  paying  dilTer- 
ences,  on  these  contracts,  which  are  pro- 
posed  by    the    budget  committee    of    the 
Chamber  of  Depiuies,  only  serve  to  show 
how    slightly    acquainted     with    business 
transactions  is  the  average  Brazilian  legis- 
lator.   There  are  among  educated,   pro- 
fessional men  in  Brazil  to-day  many,  whose 
ideas  upon  exchange  operations  would  be 
considered  disgraceful  tj  a  junior  clerk  in 
a  foreign  house,  and  this   ignorance  arises, 
not  so  much  from  lack  of  study — that  is  of 
the  study    of  such   treatises  on   political 
economy  as  form  part  of  the  course  pre- 
scribed by  the  various  colleges— but  from 
what  seems  a  determination   to  consider 
Brazil  a  nation,  so  favored  by  Providence, 
that  the  economical  heresies  of  its  govern- 
ments are  to  produce  no  such  results  as  are 
produced  in  other  countries,   and  to  charge 
to  the  machinations  of  the  foreigner  ail  and 
every  depreciation  in  the  value  of  the  cur- 
rent  money  of  the   Republic.     The  cash 
that   passes  from  hand  to  hand   in  Brazil 
possesses  no  intrinsic  value  ;  it  represents  a 
promise  to  pay  a  milrcis,  without  any  speci- 
fication as  to  the  quality  of  the  value  to  be 
received,  and  is  nothing  more  than  a  ralhei 
more    convenient    medium  for    domestic 
esclianges  than  wampum,    or  horse-shoes. 
Its  exchangeable  value  therefore   depends 
upon  the  greater  or  less  demand  from  those 
needing  it  for  the  purchase  of  produce  for 
exportation,    or   from    the    offers  ol  it   by 
those,   who  owing  money  abroad,   require 
some  form  of  remittance  which   will  satisfy 
the  foreign  creditor.     If  the  Brazilian  legis- 
lator, and  a  majority  of  the  press,  would 
keep  this  fact  always  before  them,  instead  of 
befogging      themselves      with     exchange, 
theories  of  economists,  and  other  matters, 
which  have  no  relation  to  the  position  of 
Brazil  a  considerable  step    would  be  made 
in  advance.      But   this  seems  impossible; 
although  time  afier   time  the   extravagance 
of  the  governments  is  denounced,  when  it 
is  recognized  that  the  country  is   in.poning 
nearly  everything  it  consumes,    and   when 
the   exports,  dependent  upon  the  laws  of 
Nature,  are  uncertain,  there  is  never  a   de- 
cline in  the  rates  of  exchange  tlial  some  one 
does  not  bring  up  once  more  the  pernicious 
influence  of  the  foreigner  upon  the  exchange 
value  of  the  Brazilian  cunency.     That  the 
foreign  banks  in  Rio  find  it  more  proJitable 
to  restrict  tlieir  operations  to  the  facilitating 
of  international  transactions  is  not  to  their 
discredit,    and  iliat  the  commerce  of  Rio 
confides  in  their  solvency  is  proven   bv  the 
immense  sums  on  deposit  with   them.     If 
in  the  course  of  their  business   they    Jind 
speculators,    who,  having   opinions    on  the 
probable   course  of  exchange,    are  anxious 
to  verify  their  exactness  by  beis   upon  the 
future  gold  value  of  the  /«;7w>,   where   is 
the  crime  oi  accepting  these  bet-,  provided 
precautionary    measures    can    be    taken  • 
And  \\here  is  the  crime  in   obliging   over 
endiusiastic    exchange    sellers    to    comply 
with  their  engagements,   and   deliver   what 
tiK-y  did  not  possess,  and  never  meant  to 
possess .'     The   idea    of    interference     with 
business    transactions,    and    all     business 
transaction;  are    speculations,    is   radically 
wrong.     Laws   and   regulations    have  not, 


It   is    perhaps   unwise    to    expect    from 
people  with  L.itin  blood  in  their  veins,   the 
cold   serenity   of   nations   of  Scandinavian 
origin,    but    the    precipitancy    with    which 
serious   political    measures    are   conceived, 
advocated  and  luirried    to  a  decision   here, 
must  cause  grave  apprehensions  to  all  who 
really  de.sire  to  see  Biazil  re-organized  upon 
the  tirm  foundaiion,  which  appears  marked 
for  it  by  a  benign  Providence.     A  case  in 
point  is  this  question   of  general   amnesty 
for     those,    soldiers,     sailors     and  citizens, 
implicated     or    charged    with  implication, 
in  the   naval    revolt    of   1893,     or  in   the 
struggle  between  the  partizans  of  Sr.   Sil- 
veira   Martins,    and    their   opponents,    the 
supporters  of  Sr.  CastiMios,  in  Rio   Grande 
do  Sul.     That  the  government  envoy,  Gen. 
Galvilo,  was  not  diplomatically  the  equal 
of  Sr.   Silveira  Martins,  can  not   be  con- 
tested, and   in  close  communication  with 
his  old  comrade,  the  military  leader  of  the 
revolutionary    party,     (."len.    Tavares,     his 
delight   in  securing  a   termination    for  the 
civil  war  in  Rio  Grande  led  him  to  commit 
an  indiscretion  that  furnished  a   perfectly 
■  fair  political  "  handle  "   for   the  opponenis 
of  anything,  but  unconditional  surrender  on 
the  part  of  the  revolutionists, to  use  with  the 
ell'ect  that  has  been  seen,     Instead  therefore 
of  calmly  awaiting  the  result  of  the  arrange- 
ments   made    between   Gens.    Galvilo  and 
Tavares,  the  opponents  of  the  agreement 
make    violent    attacks   on  the  former  in 
Congress,  while  the  advocates  of  peace  at 
any  price  burst  into  bunting,  music,   par- 
ades,  etc.;    and  bad   feeling  and   broken 
heads  are  the  result  of  pacification  in  Rio 
Grande  do  Sul  !     Now   we  submit   to   the 
Brazilian  Senate,  which  must  be  considered 
the  conservative  branch  of  the  legislature, 
that  it  is  neither  dignified,  nor  proper,  that 
in  theirCIiambershould  originate  measures, 
that  the  profane  will   certainly   classify    as 
bids    for    popularity.     We   are   persuaded 
that  a  great  majority  of  the  Brazilian  people 
are  sincerely  glad   that  a  struggle  that  had 
no   proximate    solution    has    been    com- 
promised without  serious  complaints  from 
either  side,  but  we,  and  with  us  not  a  few- 
foreigners,    cannot    understand    that    this 
acceptable  compromise  should  be  so  im- 
mediately followed   by    the   proposal   of  a 
measure,  in  comparison  with  which  we  can 
only  recall  the  Parable  of  the  Prodigal  Son. 
Men  who  take  up  arms  against  anv  con- 
stituted  government    must    know   that,    if 
successful  they  will  be  patriots,  and  in  case 
of  failure,  they  are  rebels;  if  then  the  par- 
tizans of  Sr.  Silveira  Martins  succeeded  in 
securing  what  appear  very   fair  terms   upon 
submitting  to  the  federal  government,  what 
purpose  could  possibly  be  secured   by  ten- 
dering   them   an   amnesty,    which    should 
have   been   applied  for  by  the  men   who 
have  for  so  long  a  period  kept  the  south  of 
Brazil  in  disorder. 


There  is  yet  another   point   in  the  ques- 
tion of  Brazilian  exchange,  and  one  which 

merits  the  serious  attention  of  those  who  are 
constantly  harping  on  the  low  rates  current 
here.  Itis  :\Vho  would  bedirectly  benetitted 
by  an  advance  in  excliange  to  sav  20*^^ 
N'ot  the  planters  surely,  who  would  see  the 
currency  value  of  their  produce  reduced  by 
50  per  cent  ;  not  the  government  employe 
who  has  had  his  salary  increased  in  conse- 
quence of  low  exchange  rates,  and  would 
probably  revolt  against  a  reduction  to  the 
furmer  basis  ;  not  the  '"national  industry" 
which  is  gready  favoured  by  the  increas'ed 
cost  of  imported  articles;  not  stale  govern- 
ments, whose  revenue  has  increased  enor- 
mously ;  not  one  only  person,  who  in  any 
manner  collects  his  revenue  in  gold  would 
derive  benetit  from  such  an  advance  in  rates 
as  is  insisted  upon  here.  The  government 
would  show  less  alarming  "differences  in 
exchange"  in  the  budgets,  and  tho>e  un- 
fortunates who  are  dependent  upon  fixed 
incomes  in  currency  might  ultimately  derive 
some  satisfaction  from  lower  prices  for  ar- 
ticles of  consumption,  and  among  this  class 
may  be  included  the  Senators  and  Deputies, 


but  the  great  majority  ol  ihe  inhabitants  of 
Brazil  cannot  be  directly  beneAued  bv  the 
enhanced  purchasing  power  of  the  mil  riis; 
and  to  our  mind  this  is  one  of  the  prime 
reasons  that   exchange   rules  low,  and  is 
likely  so  to  rule,  until   Brazil  can  export 
produce  to  such  an  extent,  that  the  balance 
of  payments    will  be   greatly   in  its   favor, 
and  then  no  human  agency  can  prevent  an 
advance  in  rate";.    \\t  confess  that  we  never 
considered   there   was   any  justification   lor 
the    very    low    rates   seen    here  during  the 
past  two  years,  except  the  increased  demands 
lor  government   remittances,  and   an   un- 
questionable excessive  importation,   which 
co-iiicided    with    ihe  miserable  co flee  crop 
of  S.   Paulo    in    1893-94,   but   we  confess 
equally  that  we  can  discern   no   reason  fjr 
an  excessive  rise  in  rales  at  present,  although 
the  proceeds  of  (he  recent  loan   in  London 
will  relieve  the    market   of  Government  in- 
terference for  a   time,  and,  while  there  has 
been  a  sharp  decrease    in   the  scale  of  im- 
portations,  coffee  the   principal    source   of 
Brazil's  exchangeable   wealth,  is  producing 
quite    10  7^,    more   in    gold    than    it    was 
furnishing    twelve    months   ago.       \Vi 
therefore  of  the  opinion  that  while  a  more 
satisfactory  feeling  is  apparent  in  business 
circles,  and  speculation    has    received    two 
successive  blows  from  the  iiegutiation  of  the 
foreign    loan    and   tlie   pacification   of  Rio 
Grande  do  Sul,    that  an  important  advance 
in  rates  should   neither   be  expected,  nor 
desired,  until  such  time  as  the  ecoiiotnical 
position    improves   through    those    natural 
causes,  which   have  carried   Brazil  through 
so  many    threatened   crises.     And    in    this 
respect  we  may  add   a   well-meant  depreca- 
tion of  the  manner,  in  wliich  it  is  sought  to 
measure  the  credit  of  the  Brazilian  Republic 
by  foreigners,  who  criticise  this.    We  do  not 
refer  to  the  criticisms  by  journals,  in  which 
such  questions  as  the  Great   Northern  rail- 
way appear  with  the   same  persistencv,    as 
did  the  head  of  King  Charles  in  Mr.   liick's 
historical  memorial,  and  when  foreign  states- 
men connect  Brazil,   th.at  with  the  greatest 
sacrifices  lias  religiously    met  its  obligations 
abroad,  with  the  defaulting  states  of  South 
and  Central  America,  it  may  not  be  a  cause 
for  surprise  that  journals,  of  the  standing  of 
the  Economist,  should  show  haste  in  casting 
undeserved    sneers   at    Brazilian  credit.     A 
country's  credit,  like  that  of  an  individual, 
depends  upon   the  integrity  with   which  it 
meets  engagements,  and  surely  the   foreign 
creditors   of  the   Brazilian    Republic    can 
formulate    no  complaints  in   iliis  respect. 
We  feel  persuaded    that    Brazil   will    never 
cause  a  Baring  failure,   although,  in  point 
of  fact,  as  a  means  of  attracting  attention  in 
foreign  parts,  this  would  almost  appear  pre- 
ferable to  the  undeserved  slurs  cast  upon 
its  credit  by   hasty   critics,  who  can   bring 
no   direct  charges,  and   can  only  dwell  te- 
diously upon  extravagances  and  prophecy 
disasters.

that,  alihiiugh  they  have  sent  vast  qnaniities  of 
goods  inio  the  interiiir,  they  have  not  hKst  a  sinjjle 
package  or  m.ide  a  l>ad  debt  during  ihe  year.  Al 
the  piesent  moment  it  is  imposs  ble  lo  gel  any 
later  custnm-hou,-e  sinlislics  than  those  for  1S91, 
wliich  aie  loo  mucli  out  01  dale  to  l>e  of  any  value 
but  1  am  assured  that  before  long  those  for  the 
f>illo\vinn_years  will  be  completed. 

It  is  evident,  however,  frum  the  number  of  large 
steamers  which  arrive  from  Europe  with  cargo, 
from  the  fact  that  the  cusiom-liouse  \i  full  and  iis 
quays  insutlicient  to  receive  tlie  goods,  so  that 
vast  quantities  of  caryo  are  lying  on  ilie  quays  of 
the  poit  vhileext.a  warehouses  have  tobehire<l  in 
wh;cli  ti  store  the  goods,  that  ihe  inipoit  trade  of 
tlie  p;ir:  is  vastly  incieased,  while  ilie  monthly 
receii.ti  of  the  custom-house  are  fir  higher  than 
tliev  hive  ever  been  belore. 

Notwiihst.-iiidin_i;  this  increase  of  tr.ide,  the 
means  of  iranshipment  into  the  cnstom-house  are 
wiully  deficient.  Ttie  goodi  are -put  from  the 
ships  mto  private  lighters,  ol  ivhich  there  are  not 
nearly  enouk-li,  as  they  have  to  lie  for  days  at  the 
cu.toin.lioiise  quays  while  the  ^oods  are  ^vound 
up  out  ol  them  by  two  or  three  old  manual  cianes, 
wheieas,  i(  a  couple  of  steam  cranes  were  provid. 
eii,  the  hghlers  CimKi  be  unloaded  in  a  quarter  the 
H'lie  fully  three-quarters  the  labour  laved,  and 
tie  lighters  be  set  free  to  do  two  or  three  times 
Uie  work  they  now  d).  Moreover,  the  custom- 
house remains  terribly  undermanned,  and  the  few 
otncers  there  are  so  careful  lest  they  should  lose 
their  places,  as  iheir  predecessors  did,  and  so  an. 
xioui  to  mflict  fines  for  wrong  description  of  goods 
or  their  weights,  that  they  examine  every  package 


(rt  the  liollom,  weighing  every  pureel,  however  in. 
significant,  and  causing  infinite  breikaifes,  tears, 
strains,  and  lossei,  coiiiequenlly  paiiing  through 
Bs  many  package*  In  11  month  ni  would  in  a  well 
reguliled  and  pro|wrly  manned  cmtom-house  be 
gui  ihi'uutih  III  n  week. 

.■\fter  ihe  unsuccessful  attempt  from  April  6  to 
mil  last,  on  the  p.irt  of  five  armed  revolutionary 
ve.*sels  and  nn  army  oti.Ooo  men,  lo  lake  the  city 
of  Rill  Grande,  tlien  gRiriaoned  and  defended  by 
500  regulars  an^I  national  guards,  the  most  im- 
portant  event  of  the  year  in  this  cit/  was  the  re- 
f  imiaiion  caused  in  the  cminin. house  by  a  speci.al 
cominisiii'in,  which  was  appointed  to  inquire  into 
the  irregulnrnies  nnd:miiappropriaiion  of  funds  by 
tlie  otScal-i  in  I  hat  department.  .\t  Porto  Alegre 
it  was  found  thu  a  dispatcher  for  various  firms 
and  Ihe  ire.nsurer's  clerk  had  defrauded  the  govern- 
ment ol  vast  sum^  by  makini;  out  lalse  dispatches 
and  makm!^  false  enlricf,  destroying  the  original 
and  cuirent  dispatch  after  i;  had  passed  through 
the  various  stages  necessary  lo  procure  the  deli- 
very  of  the  merchaivlise.  These  documenti  being 
de-itrnyed,  the  dispatch  paper  Ileitis  ihe  only  proof 
of  payment  of  duties,  for  which  no  receipt  is  ever 
given,  tile  Commissioner  endeavoured  lo  incrimi- 
iiaie  13  firnn  of  merchants  liy  calling  on  them  lo 
pioluce  their  bonk»i  to  prove  that  they  had  not 
Connived  in  ihe  frauds  jierpelrated  by  the  abicond- 
ed  di.patclier  and  treasury  clerk.  This  they  re- 
fused to  di>,  but  put  thein<elves  in  the  hands  of  a 
common  legal  adviser,  whose  opinion  was  that 
lliey  were  not  responsible.  Xeveriheless,  tliese 
firms  have  been  obliged  to  deposit  with  the  gov- 
ernment guarantees  for  ilie  sums  they  are  suppos- 
ed lo  be  responsible  lor  as  missing  from  the 
Treasury  coffers.  Considerable  as  the  frauds  in 
the  Porto  Alegre  custom-house  were,  it  has  not 
been  revealed  and  possibly  not  calculated  what 
was  Ihe  amount;  it  was  nol  unlit  he  entered  the 
Rio  Grande  custom-house  that  the  commissioner 
found  a  stile  of  atTjirs  thai  allowed  one  newspaper 
lu  allude  to  the  cnstom-hou'ie  as  the  "Pan-imA"  of 
Rio  Grande,  while  the  commissioner  states,  in  his 
report,  that  it  had  reached  such  a  slate  of  moral 
degradation  that  it  had  all  the  appearance  of  a 
gambling  bell. 

The  frauds  in  the  Rio  Grande  custom-house 
were  chieHy  perpetrated  by  classifying  goods  w,th 
a  high  tax  as  those  with  a  low  tax,  by  manifesting 
goods  liable  lo  duty  as  samples  of  little  or  no  va- 
lue, by  giving  a  fictitiously  low  value  to  those 
goods  which  are  liable  to  ad  valorem  duty,  and  by 
declaring  false  weijihts  of  packages.  The  first 
loop-holes  lo  these  bauds  were  given  by  the  bills 
of  lading  of  cargo  from  Hamburg  and  Liverpool, 
which  did  not  specify  the  quality  of  the  cargo, 
being  cussed  only  as  liard*are,  manufactures,  and 
other  vague  lerms.  ofien  without  mention  of  iha 
weights  ;  ail  of  which,  as  a  rnle,  reappeared  in  the 
manifests.  It  arpears,  however,  that  in  the  case 
of  goods  from  French  ports,  even  though  the 
quality  of  the  article  was  omitted,  or  if  it  were 
simply  ciied  as  "bonncterie,"  soierie,"  "bijou- 
terie,"&c,the  weight  and  value  were  usually  given. 
This  loose  way  of  procedure  inciied  the  delinquents 
I',  begin  the  frauds,  which  it  would  be  apparently 
impossible  to  delect.  To  such  an  extent  was  this 
carried  on,  ibat,  it  is  stated  in  the  commissioner's 
leport,  since  1S91  fortunes  have  been  made  in  the 
custom-house  as  in  any  very  flourishmu  specula- 
tion or  industry. 

The  custi-.m-house  tariff  of  this  country  becomes 
year  by  year  more  oppressive,  and  although  it  is, 
therefore,  all  the  more  protective  of  nafive  indas- 
tries,  yet  so  many  aiticles  ol  import  are  necessary 
to  Ihe  production  of  those  industries  that  ihey  can 
only  work  at  greatly  enhanced  prices,  and  the  con- 
sumer has  now  to  pay  ihe  same  price,  or  nearlv 
so,  for  the  naiive  nnicle  that  he  paid  a  few  year's 
ago  for  it  of  European  manufacture.  Nevertheless, 
native  factories  of  all  sorts  made  huge  profits  and 
paid  handsome  dividends  in  1894.  One  exception 
lo  this  was  the  Rio  Grande  Flour  Mill  Company, 
which,  having  siarted  working,  spentall  its  capital 
and  had  to  sell  the  mill  to  a  new  company,  who 
will  probably,  i(  ihey  woik  economically,  make  a 
good  business  of  ii. 

The  "Oimpanhia  Carris  e  Estrada  de  Ferro  a 
costa  do  Mar,"  whith  owns  ihe  sea  coa<t  baihing 
and  summer  resort,  the  railway  thereto  and  the 
city  tramways,  after  working  for  5  years  at  a  loss 
on  ihe  enormous  capital  employed,  has  been  soW 
to  a  new  company  for  a  moderate  s,um,  and  will, 
probably,  if  managed  in  a  more  liberal  and  popular 
spiiit  than  hitheito,  realise  a  decent  interest  on 
the  new  capital,  but  it  will  have  10  make  the  pre- 
sent houses  and  hotel  more  confortable  and  habi- 
table, and  provide  more  attractions  and  amusemenis 
than  in  the  past,  or  ihey  will  find  their  visilors 
rapidly  decrease.  It  is  now  called  the  *'Companhia 
Via^ilo  Rio  Grandense". 

During  the  past  year  the  Reciprocily  Convention 
with  the  United  States  was  annulled,  happily 
belore  it  h.id  time  to  have  much  effect  on  the  Eu- 
lopean  trade  wiih  Brazil. 

The  export  trade  of  the  port  increases  yearly,  in 
spite  of  inlernal  troubles,  and  every  steamer  that 
leaves  ihe  port  is  laden  d-jwn  l)elow  where  her 
Plimsoll  mark  would  be  were  she  Britisli,  wiih 
colonml  products  for  Rio  de  Janeiro,  S.intos,  and 
northern  ports.  The  calde  ''safra,"  or  harvest, 
of  1S94  was  a  veiy  poor  one,  as  might  have  been 
expecied,  owing  both  to  long  drought  and  the  civil 
war  in  the  Slate. 

However,  caiile  came  in  more  freely  during 
April  and  in  better  condition,  and  I  believe  it  is 
expecied  ihey  will  come  in  stilt  gicitet  numbers 
during  what  remains  of  the  "safra"  period,  in 
which  case  some  of  llie  lost  ground  may  be  made  up. 
I  doubt,  h'>wever,  whether  ihe  total  killings  for 
the  whole  Slate  will  exceed  250,000  head.  Tiie 
puces  paid  at  the  Tablado  of  Pelot.15  per  head  of 
hve  caitie  on  March  31,  1S93,  were  from  291061 
milreii!,  on  the  same  date  in  1S94  I  mm  40  to  S3 
milreis,  and  in  1S95  from  40  to  66  milieis. 

In  October  last  I  visiied  ihe  Xarqueada  and 
ketones  of  the  "Brazilian  Extract  of  Meat  and 
Hide  Company,  Limited,"  at  Paredao,  near  Ca- 
cboeira,  111  the  interior  of  the  Siaie.  Everytliing 
seems  to  be  done  in  the  most  modern  manner, 
d  on  a  sufficiently  liberal  and  economical  scale, 
and  although  it  was  the  slack  season  there  was 
much  interesting  work  going  on  in  the  canning- 
houses.  The  machinery  for  making  meat  extract 
very  perfect,  and  il  is  %  pity  that  it  has  not  been 
found  sul^cienlly  remunerative  10  make  this  pro> 
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duc(  on  I  Urier  scale.  Eipctinnill  of  conji. 
deniWe  eMent  »ere  beini  made  In  growlnt 
MB.MWes  for  c.nniii(;,  aniT  Ihere  .hOiiril  In  ; 
larue  demaiiil  lor  llieie  producli  In  Norllie™ 
Brnjil.  I  he  company  appears  parlkularly  Inckv 
in  luvjog  siicli  an  alilc  manager  as  Mr.  Georoe 
Cliiusseii,  ivlicse  courtesy  anil  amialulliy  are  a  bye- 
woril  III  lliecounhyroiiml,  while  al  (lie  works  lie  is 
looked  upon,  Imlh  by hisEiitlisliasslslaulsanil  llie 
ivork|ieople  as  ihe  pntriorch  ol  I'areiBo.  'I'lie  kil- 
biiusfifcaltleal  PareiHo  neiierally  avernee  nliont 
50,000  per  annum,  and,  beina  in  Ihe  cenire  of  a 
arRe  ire.iblig  iliMrict,  ihe  caltle  are  supposcil  in 
be  III  boiler  cunilition  when  killed  Ihan  those  whicli 
are  liillcl  nt  lelolns,  wllilhcr  Ihey  have  to  be  ilri- 
ven  very  Imi);  distaiiccs. 

The  branchns  of  ihe  London  and  Brajilian  Iknk 
Liiiiiled,  in  llus  State  did  a  very  large  amount  of 
IniMiiess  in  1894,  llie  nniount  of  money  which  p.is- 
scs  thiouuh  Ibis  bank  being  very  (rient.  The  lolal 
ivnrkmg  of  tins  hank  for  ,894  allowed  of  ils  payine 
Its  shniehoWeis  a  dividend  and  bonus  of  14  per 
cenl  while  cai  tying  over  C  100,000  10  the  reserve 
innd  and  piltlini;  ^ 200,000  .iside  to  cover  the  de- 
lirecintion  nl  the  capital  by  (all  in  exchanije.  The 
naiivc  iLinks,  li.iwev«,  do  not  appear  10  have  been 
eijually  loitiinale,  .™d  Ihe  branches  ol  tile  Banco 
d^  Rtpublica,  liaviiig  done  practically  no  reinune- 
rntive  liusmess  (or  some  time,  have  been  sold  for 
an  insignificant  snm  to  (he  Hanco  da  Provincia  a 
llouiishins  inslitulion,  which  will  now  continuc'its 
career  wiih  only  the  nniive  cmpetiilon  of  (he  new 
Banco  *i  Coinnieicio,  which  began  business  in 
I'oitu  Alegre  in  the  early  part  of  1894. 

The  cou.se  of  exchange  on  Europe  ran  aiiythini; 
hot  smoothly  111  1894,  a„d  |,„2,|ej  speculalors 
greatly.  Wtdi  an  average  rate  of  10  l/4d  in  fa- 
niiary  it  ell  in  Fel.rnary  (o  9  i/4d  rising  in  Mar- 
ch [O  9  7/81I.,  and  falling  again  in  April  and  May 
togj^d.  ■  In  June  it  fell  to  9  3/8d  and  in  July 
iciKjhed  as  low  as  9  i/8d,  rising  in  August  only  b, 
9  3/8.  In  Seiitember  there  was  a  rapid  rise  up  in 
I2;4d,  lalhiig.igain  in  Ocloher  (o  11  c/Sd.  In 
r>ovcmbcr  (1  (oncbed  I2d.  again,  but  was  al  the 
end  of  the  year  00  higher  than  10  ^d. 

Britiih  fire  insurance  Ciinmanies  have  lor  many 
years  bad  the  lion's  share  of  ihe  insurance  business 
ol  this  Slate,  and  condnue  to  bold  and  iiiciease  it 
It  IS  (he  more  cm  ious,  therefore,  thai  no  British 
llie  insurance  companies  have  agencies  heie  or 
appear  10  have  ai(eiiip(ed  to  do  Imsincss.  This 
has  been  left  to  Ihe 

American  Equitable  and  New  Vork  societies  10 
liegin,  and  lliey  have  done  well,  the  former  having 
insuied  lives  forasmuch  as  £50,000  on  Ihe  fiist 
visK  "f  Ibeageu;  to  Porlo  Alegie.  There  mus(  lie  a 
large  field  for  lile  insurance  enlerprisein  Brazil  and 
South  Ame^it^a'generally.  I  understand  tliat  the 
success  nieniioncd  alovc  is  due  to  Ihe  fact  that  Bra- 
zilians have  always  had  a  dislike  10  insure  and  iiay 
preitiiuivis  in  foreign  currency,  but  ihe  American 
Lqnilable  Soc(eiy  has  ini(ia(ed  ihe  syslcm,  so  lar 
as  bfe  insurance,  is  concerned,  of  insuring  f.r 
mdreis  and  paying  premiums  in  ihe  currency  of 
the  country,  so  that  ho  complications  of  exchange 
.are  incurred,  Ihe  insured  knows  exactly  what  sum 
in  milreis  he  has  10  pay  and  will  receive,  and  (his 
has  been  found  to  soil  Ihe  wishes  of  the  (leople. 
II  some  British  insurance  coin|ianies,  having  fire 
agencies  in  ihis  country,  were  10  extend  to  them 
their  bfe  insurance  business,  with  all  ihe  induce- 
ments ol  economy  and  security  which  aresocha. 
racteiislic  of  Bridsh  insurance,  without  the  gieat 
expense  of  head  and  sub-agents,  heavy  commis- 
sions, and  enormous  advertisement  bills,  which 
characterise  the  American  companies,  and  are  paid 
out  ..f  the  policies  nfiheir  clients,  I  feel  sure  ihey 
would  meet  with  success. 

The  shipping  Irade  ol  Rio  G.ande  do  Sul  has 
undergone  some  sirange  vissitudes  in  (be  last  three 
years,  and  for  the  purpose  of  demimstiating  this 
clearly  I  have  taken  (he  i.fTicial  slatistits  of  ship, 
ping  over  the  kin  Grand  bar  for  those  three  years, 
and  analysed  (hem  (borouglily.  The  (tort  was 
fiee  the  wlmle  of  1S92.  In  1893  the  poit  was  en- 
tirely cinsed  to  Brazilian  shipping  (or  a  (ew  days 
in  July  and  during  Ihe  last  four  months  of  ihe 
year,  hot  open  to  hireign  shipping,  while  (he  same 
coiidilioiis  leinained  in  1894  np  (■>  the  midille  .if 
April,  after  which  all  shipping  was  free. 

The  Brazilian  shi(ipiiig  consists  chiefly  of  s(ea- 
mers  whde  the  fitreii;ii  shipping  is  chiefly  in 
sailing  vessels,  the  former  beinu  of  greater  tonnage 
than  the  Jailer,  hence  in  a  free  year,  like  1892, 
Bra/.il  shows  Ihe  Krealer  tonnage,  while  the  fo- 
reinn  ships  are  in  tlie  great  niajir.ty.  In  1893  the 
Brazilian  tnniiaue  was  only  slighriy  superior  to 
the  foreigo,  while  the  sbijis  under  tiie  foreign 
flags  were  lareely  in  excess  of  the  former,  and  in 
1894  the  foreign  flags  were  far  ahead  of  the  na- 
tnrnal  flag  in  both  tonnage  and  number  of  vessels. 
I  he  reason  for  this  is  that  while  Br.aiiiliaii  shipping 
in  1892  was  free  for  eight  months  and  closed  for 
four  months  it  fell  olf  only  to  the  proportional 
cxlentcorresoondiiigto  the  lime  it  was  closed, 
whereas  in  1894,  althimgb  it  was  free  for  about  1  he 
same  period,  it  (ell  off  10  a  very  much  more  alar- 
ming exieni,  owing  to  the  (act  that  during  the 
revi.lntion  the  meichant  sieamers  were  taken  up 
by  Ihe  Government  and  ke(it  for  a  king  time 
afterwards,  or  so  damaged  that  they  have  been 
unable  to  resume  their  routes,  while  many  of  the 
sailing  vessels  were  transferred  to  foreign  flags, 
fins  will,  however,  doubtless  right  itself  in  due 
course  without  the  aid  of  any  legislation  restricting 
the  oasdng  trade  to  the  national  flai;,  the  chief 
effect  of  which  would  be  to  enrich  the  Brazilian 
shipowners  at  the  expense  of  the  Brazilian  con. 
sumers,  who  will  have  10  jiay  the  goldeo  freights 
which  the  monopoly  will  command.  It  is  only  na. 
luial  that  the  distui-bed  slat  of  the  country  in  1893. 
94  should  have  caused  a  great  falling  off  in  the 
shipping,  tonnage  which  visited  the  pott,  while, 
also  naturally,  the  gieater  part  of  that  (otinage  svas 
under  loreign  flags,

As  we  have  fre«jneniiy  had  occasi.-n  lo  remark, 
the  principal  ohsiacle  in  the  way  of  pacification 
has  never  been  the  dilhculty  in  agi'eeingon  terms 
ot  peace,  for  the  demands  of  the  revolutionists 
have  always  been  so  moderate  ihnt  no  ileceni  go- 
vernmeiit claimnig  to  represent  free  instnuiions 
could  openly  reject  them.  The  great  ditficuliy  has 
l>een  to  olTer  security  thai  the  terms  will  be  re- 
spected by  the  lyramiical  ruler  of  the  State. 

Apparently  this  difficulty  has  not  yel  been  over- 
oonie,  and  consequently  the  revoluiiimists  naiuiallv 
cling  lo  their  arms,  which  experience  has  laugh't 
ih em  to  regard  as  a  much  more  tmstworthy  gua- 
rantee than  any  contained  in  paper  constiiiitions 
and  treaties  of  peace.

ihe  governmentofSwitzerland.unden-ianding  like— 
wise  that  insiitutions  of  a  people's  own  choice  are 
best  defended  by  that  people,  d;siiiha:es  a-ms  and 
ammunition  among  the  cifi^en*. 

\\hy,  then,  should  ihe  rio-gr.!adenses  be  de[Ti- 
ved  ot  the  wcaiHjns  that  they  hav-e  handled  so 
skihully  and  courageously  in  a  struggle  in  which 
defending  their  own  righ'ts,  :hey  deTended  at  ihe 
same  time  those  of  the  whole  fira;iliaii  nation  ? 
Fortunate  is  the  country  ihat  is  defended  not  bv 
hirelings,  con-cnpti  or  iioor  wretches  rccruted  bv 
bnitflJ  pre^s-gangs,  but  by  a  i,ardy  c  ti;en  joldiei'v 
aocustonied  to  the  freedom  of  open  air  life  and 
dextrous  in  ihe  t:se  of  arms.

Among  the  Biazilian  railways  whose  construc- 
tion has  lieen  recendy  commenced  there  are  now 
none,  we  think,  that  v:ive  promise  of  a  more  pros- 
perous future  than  ihe  road  from  Porto  Novo  do 
Cunha  to  Rio  Pardo. 

'ITie  chaiter  for  ihis  road  was  granted  on  April 
27,  1892,10  Col,  Manoel  Gon^alves  de  Figueiredo 
Cortes,  Dr,  Francisco  Augu^lo  de  Barros  and 
Capt.  l.uiz  di's  Santos  Werneck,  three  wealthy 
and  inlluemial  planiers  residing  in  the  country 
through  which  the  load  has  to  pass,  who  oiganized 
a  company  wilh  a  capital  of  i.ooo:ooo$ooo  subscri- 
bed by  planters  residing  in  the  same  cnantiy. 

The  contract  fur  constiucting  ihe  road  was 
awarded  lo  Codeiro  Junior  &  Bulishauser,  whose 
long  exi>erience  and  well  deserved  reputation 
render  ihem  peculiaily  competent  for  work  of  this 
KmA. 

Work  was  commenced  on  Ocl.  20,  1S94,  on  the 
first  section,  wh'ch  is  39  kilometies  (alioui  24 
miles)  long,  and  is  now  lapidly  pushed  forward, 
so  that  ihe  lails  may  l>e  laid  as  far  as  possible  in 
lime  fur  markeiing  nexl  ye.ir's  crop. 

The  road  passes  tiooiiiih  ihe  fertile  region 
kn-iwii  as  the  .]/,ift,i  Je  Mitias,  whose  proiluc- 
liveness  is  scarcely  inferior  lo  that  nf  the  famous 
tfrr,}  to.xa  lands  of  the  west  of  S.  t'nulo,  over 
which  ihe  MatUi  lauds  have  the  great  advantages 
of  not  being  subject  to  fiOsi  and  of  lieing  much 
nearer  market.  Il  is  a  fat!  universally  acknowle- 
dged ihat  in  all  Hr:i7il  there  are  no  coffee  lands 
nmre  valuable  than  those  of  the  Matta  de  Mimis, 
whose  coftee  now  controls  the  market  of  Rio  de 
Janeiro.  The  humus  ihal  Ciiveis  ihe  subsoil  is  50 
centimetres  (alioul  20  inches)  deep  and  is  consiantly 
eniiched  hy  ilecaying  vegetable  matter  and  by  the 
decomposition  of  lime  stoueand  of  granite  in  which 
feldspar,    a   valuable    fertilizing   agent,    predimii- 

The  lands  aie  not  only  suitable  ior  cofiee,  but 
abo  fur  Indian  corn  and  other  provision  crops,  of 
all  ot  which  the  yield  is  abundani. 

Dr.  Oziiri.i  Meirelles.  an  engineer  who  has  re- 
cently wiilten  on  this  subject  in  ihe  li>cnl  press, 
estimates  the  present  cnec  prodanioii  of  ihe 
country  to  be  served  by  this  road  al  9.000  Ions  ; 
bul  theie  is  reasim  lo  heli'-ve  that  it  is  siiU  greater. 
From  the  station  i^f  Poito  Novo  do  Cunha  there 
weie  shipped  last  year  13.^34  tons  of  cnffee,  the 
greater  part  "f  which  was  undoubteiUy  produceil 
ill  ihis  region,  which  also  ships  coffee  from  ihe 
station  of  (.,once>i;5o  on  the  Central  Railway  and 
from  that  of  ko^a  Grande  im  the  Serraria  branch 
of  the  Leojxtldina  Railway.  On  the  plantations 
alone  through  which  ihe  road  is  to  pass  the  mi- 
nimum proiluction  of  coffee  is  at  present  425.000 
arrobas  or  0.375  tons,  as  is  seen  by  the  following 
carefully  prepared  data  showing  the  minimum  pro- 
duction of  such  plantations  adjoining  future 
stations  of  the  road  ;

.\dding  to  this  pnKluction  that  of  the  neigh- 
boring plantations,  which,  though  not  traversed 
by  the  road,  will  ceri.iinly  avail  themselves  of  ihe 
facilities  it  offers  for  the  shipment  of  iheir  produce, 
we  may  assume  th.it,  at  a  moder.ite  estimate,  the 
minimum  clTee  produciion  of  the  country  lo  be 
seiVfd  by  the  road  is  10.000  tons. 

,\t  the  present  time  ih's  coffee,  in  or.ler  lo  reach 
the  nearest  railw.iy  s'ations,  has  to  be  conveved 
on  pack-males  or  bullock-carts,  o\-er  roads  tiiat  in 
some  (>arts  are  rough  and  nionniainous  and  in 
others  low  and  marshy,  becoming  altogether  im- 
p.-Lssable  dur  ng  heavy  rains,  for  distances  \-arying 
from  5  10  40  miles. 

Tnc  iratis]^oitaiioii  of  colTee  in  this  way,  at  the 
lowest  of  tlie  present  rales,  costs  the  planter  2$O40 
per  ton  and  kilometre.  Estima'ing  the  averace 
disiaacc  at  33  kilometres,  the  aver.ige  freight  psiid 
by  a  ton  uf  coffee  is  66?ooo  or  66o;ooo$  foi 
10.000  tons. 

From  Porto  Nnvo  there  were  shipv^d  last  year 
in  addiction  10  coffee,  sundry  merchandise  we'igh- 
ing  1.046  t'HS,  nf  which  it  may  be  estimated  ihat 
at  least  one-half  belongs  lo  the  countrv  between 
that  .station  and  Rio  Paido.  The  receip'ts  of  mer- 
chandise are  supio-ed  to  be  equal  to  the  ship- 
ments.

knows  that  trains  are  frequently  to  crowded  ibftt 
It  is  impossible  for  many  of  the  pMsengeri  to 
obtain  icatt.  If  thii  ii  the  caic  now,  we  may 
imagine  what  it  will  be  when  there  are  proper 
accommotlatiuns,  strict  observance  of  lime  tabfei, 
security  from  derailments  and  collisions,  good 
hotels  along  ihe  route  and  aiiangements  for  avoid- 
ing the  Ircquciit  changes  of  trains,— in  short, 
when  there  IS  management  that  will  promote  the 
comfori  and  safety  ol  travellers  and  offer  them 
some  inducement  lo  patronize  the  road. 

The  new  road  will  begin,  then,  wi'h  a  fairly 
icmunerative  liathc  whnae  incicwsc  under  good 
maiugemeni  may  l>e  expected  to  be  constant  and 
rapid.  Tlic  lacihtes  ■>fTeied  for  the  sale  and  speedy 
conveyance  of  p^ssangers  and  merchandise  and 
the  reduction  of  the  present  freight  rates  will 
induce  immigraiion,  stimulate  produciion  and 
develop  ihe  resources  of  this  ferlilc  region,  which 
can  supp')rl  a  mach  larger  impulaiion  than  ihat 
which  il  has  ai  present  and  which  is  emlmated  at 
130,000. 

.\  part  uf  the  road  passes  through  virgin  forests 
in  which  there  is  valuable  timber,  which  will 
become  an  im|>ortant  source  of  revenue  as  soon 
as  the  road  is  completed.  Lime-kilns  have  already 
been  established  in  many  localities  and  with  the 
improved  means  of  communication  which  the  road 
will  offer,  this  business  will,  no  doubt,  largely 
develop, 

The  mad  begins  at  Porto  Novo  do  Cunha,  ter- 
minus of  one  of  the  branches  of  the  Central  Rail- 
way and  one  of  its  most  imporlani  slaiions,  This 
station,  which  is  alviut  160  miles  by  rail  from  Rio 
de  Janeiro,  has,  together  with  ihe  adjoining  town 
of  S.  Jose  d'Alem  Parahyba,  about  3.000  inha- 
bitants. 

The  length  of  Ihe  main  line  is  66  kilometres 
laliout  40  miles)  and  that  ol  the  Angustura  branch 
S  k.  800  in.  (alwut  \%  miles).  The  privilege<l 
teiritory  of  tlie  company  on  e.icli  side  of  the  mad 
is  6  kilonieiies  (nearly  4  miles)  in  widlii.  The 
cost  of  constiucting  the  road,  electing  stations, 
puichaslng  rolling  stiKk  and  pulling  il  in  operat- 
ing order  is  esliinaled,  in  conformity  with  the 
carclul  suiveys  thai  have  tieen  made,  at  4.0951- 
790$ 139. 

Ill  Ihe  chailer  of  the  company  ii  was  piovide<l 
thai  the  giade  should  in  no  instance  exceed  3?^ 
and  that  the  radius  of  the  minimum  cutve  slumld 
nol  l>e  less  than  So  melres,  These  provisions  will 
1«  sliictly  observc.1  ;  the  steepest  grade  is  to  be 
less  than  3'^  and  the  sharpest  curve  is  lo  have  a 
radius  of  ioi>ii  2S. 

After  completing  Ihe  road  contemplated  in  the 
present  charter,  the  company,  we  are  informed, 
will  exlend  it  to  the  cenUal  districts  of  Minas 
Gcraes,  whose  feitile  soil  and  other  favoiahle  cir- 
cumstances are,  as  we  have  said,  already  altraci- 
ing  a  large  influx  of  populaiion,  lo  which  ihis 
load  will  give  a  powerful  stimulos. 

The  company  lias  applied  to  the  Slnlc  legisla- 
lare  of  Minas  Geraes  for  a  cliai let  for  the  exten- 
sion. The  application,  we  learn,  was  favorably 
leceived  anil  embodied  in  a  bill,  which  met  with 
little  opposition  and  which  will,  no  doubt,  l>e 
passed  al  ihe  next  session  of  ihe  legislature. 

From  the  lotegoinj;  plain  staicment  of  f.icti  il 
will  be  seen  Ihat  we  aie  justified  in  predicting  lor 
Ihis  road  a  mosi  prosper<iHs  future.
